Gov. Small Stands Acquitted 


acquittal of Governor Len Small in Illinois will pan out 


> about the same as Xewberry's acquittal before the United 


States senate. It will save him from a term in the penitentiary, 
but morally and before the bar of public opinion the account 
will never be squared. 


There was much noisy rejoicing among a clique 01 his 


friends when thc jury's verdict was announced, but the noise 
will die away and in its place will come the stern condemnation 
of history and a lasting stain on thc state which honored him 
with its chief executive office. 


Technically the jury returned thc only verdict it could, but 


there are other verdicts than those of juries and there arc other 
courts than the ones set up by statutory enactment. What this 
ultimate and higher verdict may be is indicated by the following 
comment on Governor Small's acquittal which recently appear- 
ed in The Chicago Tribune: 


"During Mr. Small's incumbency as state treasurer, millions 


of dollars in his custody were put into the hands of borrowers, 
who paid from 5V-> to 8 per cent for their use, while the state 
received only 2 per cent. Indictment by a grand jury on a 
charge of criminal conspiracy followed. 


"In the course of the trial in which thc former treasurer, 


now governor, was a defendant, it was disclosed that approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 was earned on these funds, which was never 
turned into the state treasury. The state sought to prove that 
part of this money went to Mr. Small. It did not find the money 
in his pockets, the book sought by the prosecution to prove be- 
yond question that he had received the money was destroyed, 
and the jury decided that other evidence to that effect was in- 
adequate. But Mr. Small never took the stand to deny under 
oath that he had received any of the money. Neither did the 
defense put any other witness on thc stand to make such denial. 
And he was acquitted." 


The account book, which was so necessary to thc prosecu- 


tion in proving its charges, somehow fell into the hands of-a 
janitor who died some time ago, and who unfortunately destroy- 
ed the book, it is said, without authorization of anyone high or 
low!! 


The fact that Governor Small fought the case from begin- 


ning to end without denying under oath the charges against him 
or submitting to cross-examination is to be considered in the 
light of the tactics of his counsel in conducting his defense. 
When he was first arrested Governor Small demanded immedi- 
ate vindication, but he promptly placed himself beyond thc 
jurisdiction of the court. 


However, legal vindication has been won at last'and Gov- 


•ernor Small proudly (?) resumes his official duties.

Abnormal Normalcy 


Under the above caption The New York World recently 


carried a most sensible editorial utterance which, altho ad- 
dressed to Republicans, will apply equally well to the reaction- 
ary wings of both parties. Says The World: 
i 
The rumble of insurgency has been growing louder and 


'"louder in the last six months. The weather-wise have known 
that a storm was coming for an even longer time, have known 
it since the farmers' markets collapsed and the farm bloc came 
into being. 
' But Eastern politicians would not for a long time take it 


seriously. Then it thundered mildly in Indiana, more loudly in 
Pennsylvania. 
There was a bang in Iowa. But the storm has 


only begun. Senator La Follette's attack on thc Supreme Court, 
Senator Ladd's bitter attack on the bankers, arc a taste of what 
the real thing is going to be like. The feeling against "money" 
and "privilege" and "the interests" is once more becoming in- 
tense. 


It would be a great mistake to think of this discontent as 


"radicalism," if by that much abused and much misunderstood 


-Nword is meant a belief in Socialism imported to this country 


from Europe. The insurgency now growing in thc West and 
South is an American perennial seeded and grown on thc 
American land. It has appeared under many different names. 
It swept Jefferson into power in 1800 and supplied thc substance 
of the present Republican Party in 1856. 


Since the Civil War it has reappeared again and again, as 


the Greenback movement, as Populism, ar Bryanism, as La 
Folletteism, as the Bull Moose, as the Non-Partisan League. It 
loiows no party lines, for it is an economic conflict that ever so 
often overflows into politics. It represents the protest, some- 
' times intelligent and idealistic, frequently misinformed and 


demagogic, of the farmer who is a consumer of manufactures 
and a borrower of credit against the industrialists .and the lend- 
ers of credit. When farm prices arc low, manufacturers' prices 
are high and money is tight, the conditions exist for a rebirth of 
this old insurgency. 


The?e conditions have existed •for over a year, and such 


speeches as Ladd and La Follette arc delivering follow from 
these conditions as night after day. It is idle for Mr. Harding's 
friends in the Senate merely to deplore such speeches and view 
them with alarm. 
Those speeches have strong backing, and 


short of a miraculous boom of prosperity within the next two 
years both politicial parties will be rent by thc spirit back of 
these speeches. 


This discontent has had present neither leaders nor pro-

HAT do you know about the gall-bladder and 
(;all-stones? 


The gall-bladder Is a hollow sac, located un- 


der the lirer and immediately in contact with it. In- 
deed, it is in reality a part of the liver. It is shaped 
like a pear, is three or four inches long and btands with 
the thick part upward. Tbis sac is capable of holding 
about one ounce of fluid. 


The contents of the gall-bladder are discharged 


through a duct or canal about two inches long. This 
is not an open tube, but its lining is thrown into folds, 
making an arrangement not unlike a spiral stairway 
in a tower. This drainage canal joins with a similar 


the blood In which It Is found normally, 
nnd the qusntlty then extracted depends 
on certain conditions.

there Is marked congestion or Inflam- 
mation'of the gull-bladder or Its dnrta.
